Soarchos in Times Square 
bomb probe yield 3 arrests

WATERTOWN, Massachusetts (AP) — Three 
Pakistani men suspected of providing money 
to Times Square car bomb suspect Faisal 
Shahzad were arrested by the FBI in a series of 
Thursday morning raids across the Northeast, 
law enforcement officials said. 

The searches in Massachusetts, New York 
and New Jersey were the product of evidence 
gathered in the investigation into the Times 
Square bomb attempt two weeks ago, but there 
was “no known immediate threat to the public or 
any active plot against the United States,” FBI 
spokeswoman Gail Marcinkiewicz said. 

The three men — two in the Boston area and 
one in Maine — were arrested on suspected 


immigration violations, U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement spokesman Brian Hale 
said. They were not immediately charged with 
any crime, including any terrorism-related 
offenses. Attorney General Eric Holder said 
federal investigators believe there is evidence 
that the men were providing Shahzad, a Pakistan- 
born U.S. citizen, with funds, but that “one of the 
things we are going to be trying to determine” is 
whether the men knew the funds might have been 
for an act of terrorism. A top Massachusetts law 
enforcement official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the investigation is ongoing, 
said of the two Boston-area men: “These people 
might be completely innocent and not know 
what they were providing money for, but if s 
clear there’s a connection.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Illegal immigrants are a boon, 
not a burden to the United 
States, a resounding majority 
of Hispanics say, according to 
an Associated Press-Univision 
Poll that underscores sharp 
contrasts between the views 
of Hispanics and others. Most 
non-Hispanics say illegal 
immigrants are a drain on 
society. In addition, most 
Hispanics condemn Arizona’s 
strict new law targeting 
undocumented immigrants, 
while only 20 percent of non- 
Hispanics oppose it. 

The survey also found 
some remarkably similar 
views between Hispanics 
and non-Hispanics on the 
complex, emotional issue of 
immigration, which has gained 
prominence this election year.

Authorities are now trying to 
determine the source of the 
money, the official said. 

Two of the men have 
overstayed their visas and the 
third is already in removal 
proceedings, said another law 
enforcement official, who 
was not authorized to discuss 
the ongoing investigation 
and spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

Police cordoned off a small 
house in Watertown, a suburb 
about 10 miles west of Boston, 
and a neighbor reported seeing 
an FBI raid there. 

A Mobil gas station in 
Brookline, another Boston 
suburb, also was raided. The 
entrances and exits to the 
station were cordoned off by 
yellow tape, and FBI agents 
were going in and out of the 
building. Agents also searched 
and removing items from a 


silver Honda Accord in the 
parking lot. 

The car was registered to 
Mohammad Zameen, 45, 
confirmed Ann Dufresne, 
a spokeswoman for the 
Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles. Zameen also 
is listed as a resident at the 
apartment in Watertown. No 
one answered phone calls at 
his listed number. 
Marcinkiewicz said the arrest 
in Maine was part of the 
investigation into the Times 
Square bomb plot, but said 
she had no additional details 
about the arrest. 

“They’re all connected, but 
the specifics to Maine I don’t 
specifically know what they 
were doing,” she said. 

Homes were searched in 
Centereach and Shirley, New 
York, both on Long Island, 
a law enforcement official 
told The Associated Press 
Thursday. The official spoke

Ashim Chakraborty, who owns 
the home in Centereach, said 
FBI agents and police officers 
came to his home Thursday 
morning seeking to question a 
couple — a Pakistani man and 
an American woman —^who 
have lived in the basement 
apartment for the past 18 
months. 

The woman, who did not 
identify herself, was still in the 
basement Thursday afternoon, 
telling reporters only, “Drop 
dead. I’m an American.” 

In New Jersey, the FBI 
searched a home in Cherry 
Hill, N.J., and a print shop 
in Camden, New Jersey, said 
FBI spokesman J.J. Klaver in 
Philadelphia. 

Two brothers, Muhammad 
FiaezandIqbalHinjhara, liveat 
the Cherry Hill condominium, 
Fiaez said. He said his brother 
owns the print shop. 
Authorities arrived at their 
home at 6 a.m. local time, Fiaez 
said, questioned him and his 
brother on how long they have 
lived in the U.S. and on the 
business. After questioning, 
the FBI told Fiaez he wasn’t 
of interest to them. 

Shahzad has been in custody 
at an undisclosed location 
since his arrest on May 3 
from a Dubai-bound plane 
at Kennedy Airport. He has 
waived his right to an initial 
court appearance and will 


appear in court as soon as 
he is finished talking with 
investigators, U.S. Attorney 
Preet Bharara said Thursday 
in White Plains, New York. 
Federal investigators say he 
has told them he received 
weapons training in Pakistan. 
Elias Audy, 61, of Boston, 
is listed at the owner of the 
Mobil station. He was seen 
by reporters leaving the 
business afterward and had no 
comment. 

Shahzad, 30, is accused of 
trying to detonate a bomb¬ 
laden SUV in Times Square on 
May 1. Police said the bomb 
had alarm clocks connected 
to a can filled with fireworks 
apparently intended to 
detonate gas cans and propane 
tanks. 

The vehicle smoldered but 
didn’t explode. 

Federal agents, tracing 
Shahzad through the SUV’s 
previous owner, caught him 
two days later on a plane 
bound for the United Arab 
Emirates as it was departing 
New York’s Kennedy Airport. 
There was no immediate 
comment from Pakistan on the 
raids Thursday. 

Islamabad has said it was 
too early to say whether the 
Pakistani Taliban, which 
operates from the country’s 
lawless northwest tribal 
region, was behind the Times 
Square plot although the U.S. 
said it found a definite link. But 
Pakistan promised to cooperate 


with the investigation and has 
detained at least four people 
with alleged connections to 
suspect Faisal Shahzad. 

Vinny Lacerra, 50, who lives 
across the street from the 
house raided in Watertown, 
said he was in his living room 
when he heard somebody say, 
“FBI! Put your hands up!” 
Lacerra said he looked out his 
windows and saw 15 to 20 FBI 
agents with their guns drawn 
surrounding the house. 

About 15 minutes later, the 
agents went inside and came 
out with one man handcuffed 
and took him down the street, 
he said. He also said he saw an 
agent from Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement. 

“I was surprised to see this, 
because this is what you see 
on TV,” Lacerra said. 

There was no indication that 
Audy, the gas station owner, 
was a target of the terror 
probe. 

Audy was born in Lebanon, 
and came to the United States 
at 19 to study at the University 
of Houston in Texas and then 
at Northeastern University 
in Boston near his brother, 
according to the website of a 
used car dealership Audy also 
owned. 

“He’s very, very 

philanthropically-minded as 
a businessman, very involved 
in his community,” said Harry 
Robinson, executive director 
of the Brookline Chamber of 
Commerce. □

About two-thirds of both 
groups consider illegal 
immigration a serious 
problem, only a quarter of 
each think the Arizona law 
will ease the state’s troubles 
and the largest portion of 
both populations think current 
limits on legal immigration 
should be left alone. 

Even so, much of the poll 

— which questioned 901 
Hispanic adults and was 
compared to a separate survey 
of the general population 

— reads as if soundings were 
taken of two distinct worlds, 
an impression fortified by 
follow-up interviews. 

“People are not coming to 
this country to do bad things, 
people are coming to make 
money for their families,” said 
Javier Zurita, 43, a factory 
worker and a U.S. citizen 
from Ecuador. “These people 
love this country, they’ve had 
sons and daughters in this 
country.” 

William Ryan, 38, a contractor, 
sees things differently. 

“It seems like every working 
illegal immigrant has four 
family members who don’t 
work. And we’re paying for 
all of them,” said Ryan, who 
is white and non-Hispanic. 
According to the poll, 74 
percent of Hispanics said the 
country’s estimated 12 million 
illegal immigrants mostly 
contribute to society. Just 
35 percent of non-Hispanics 
agreed, with 60 percent saying 
illegal immigrants are largely 
a drain. 

Some 67 percent of Hispanics 
said they oppose the Arizona 
statute. Just 20 percent of 
non-Hispanics oppose it, with 
45 percent favoring it and 
30 percent neutral. The law 
allows local police to demand 
citizenship papers from 
people they suspect of being 
here illegally and to detain 


them if they can’t produce the 
documents. 

“If I go to the convenience 
store for a gallon of milk, I 
don’t carry those kinds of 
things,” said Martin Ortiz, 
37, a U.S.-born citizen and 
maintenance worker. “I just 
slap on a pair of shorts. And 
a police officer notices me? 
Why should I get detained?” 
Countering that viewpoint 
was Michael Doucet, 25, 
a technician who is white 
and non-Hispanic. He wants 
existing laws enforced and 
backs the new Arizona 
statute. 

“Illegals are illegal,” said 
Doucet. “It’s not a problem 
with discrimination, it’s not 
a problem with whites hating 
Hispanics, it is what it is. Most 
illegals are Hispanic.” 
Underlining the divergent 
reactions to the Arizona law, 
seven in 10 Hispanics hope 
their states do not enact similar 
statutes, more than double the 
non-Hispanics who feel that 
way. 

Nearly nine in 10 Hispanics 
said a way should be found 
to help illegal immigrants

already in this country become 
citizens, an idea that wins 
support from just over half 
of non-Hispanics. Some 62 
percent of non-Hispanics — 
compared with just 24 percent 
of Hispanics — think being 
in the U.S. illegally should be 
considered a serious crime. 

By 73 percent to 46 percent, 
more Hispanics than others 
said police crackdowns on 
illegal immigrants are likely 
to target Hispanics unfairly. 
About three quarters of 
Hispanics said they would 
consider it a big problem if 
Arizona police questioned a 
Hispanic who turned out to be 
here legally, more than double 
the non-Hispanics who said 
so. 

“It’s not one of these things 
where the Left would have 
you believe the Gestapo will 
be out there stomping down 
doors,” said John Wagner, 60, a 
manager with the Department 
of Homeland Security.^ 
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Obama takes small-business agenda te New Yerk

BUFFALO, New York (AP) 
— President Barack Obama 
urged the U.S. Congress on 
Thursday to act on a new 
round of jobs legislation, 
saying that many American 


households still needed 
help. 

“It’s great that the stock 
market has bounced back,” 
Obama said during a three- 
hour stop in western New 
York, a region already in 
decline long before the 


economic downturn. “But 
if you’re still looking for a 
job, it’s still a recession. If 
you can’t pay your bills or 
your mortgage, it’s still a 
recession. No matter what 
the economists say, it’s not 
a real recovery until people 


can feel it in their own 
lives.” 

Citing last week’s economic 
reports showing job growth 
in the U.S. for the fourth 
straight month, the president 
argued that his efforts to 
rescue the economy are 
working. He focused on his 
administration’s efforts to 
help small businesses. 

But given an unemployment 
rate that continues to hover 
near 10 percent, Obama 
urged Congress to act 
quickly on new job creation 
measures that could further 
strengthen small businesses. 
In Buffalo, he toured 
Industrial Support Inc., a 
growing manufacturing 
company, talked to 
employees after opening 
remarks and a question-and- 
answer session. 

The president has said the 
success of small businesses 
will be vital to the nation’s 
economic recovery. 

Last week, the president 


sent Congress a proposal to 
create a $30 billion support 
program to unfreeze credit 
for small businesses. 

Help for small businesses 
would be especially welcome 
in cities like Buffalo, 
where large corporations 
have downsized and 
manufacturing jobs have 
been shipped overseas. 

Two New York state 
residents who’ve started a 
website to draw attention 
to unemployment and 
other problems they blame 
on Washington put up a 
billboard along Interstate 
190 that reads: “Dear Mr. 
President. I need a freakin 
job. Period.” 

From Buffalo, Obama 
traveled to New York City for 
a Democratic congressional 
fundraiser. At the city’s 
police headquarters, he 
thanked officers who 
responded to the May 1 
attempted bombing in Times 
Square.□

Matano asked for prayers to 
help the victims heal from the 
abuse. “This has been a very 
painful process for the victims 
and for all the members of 
our diocesan family,” Matano 
said.

MONTPELIER, Vermont 
(AP) — Dozens of former 
altar boys who sued Vermont’s 
Catholic church over 
allegations of sexual abuse 
by priests 30 years ago will 
share in a nearly $18 million 
settlement of their cases. 

The attorney for the 26 
plaintiffs and the bishop of 
the statewide Diocese of 
Burlington said Thursday they 
were pleased by the settlement, 
but both acknowledged that the 
cases had been difficult for the 
victims. “Our clients are very 
happy to have the opportunity 
to close this chapter in their 
lives,” said plaintiff attorney 
Jerome O’Neill. “All of them 
know that nothing goes away, 
nothing changes the pain. 
They will live with this the rest 
of their lives, but at least now 
they can put this piece behind 
them and move forward.” 

An arbitrator will divide 
the settlement among the 
plaintiffs, depending on the 
nature of their injuries, their 
recoveries and other factors, 
O’Neill said. Payments are 
expected by the end of June, 
he said. Bishop Salvatore 
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Ice hockey mayhem in Montieal brings 41 arrests 


MONTREAL (AP) — Forty- 
one people were arrested in the 
mayhem after the Montreal 
Canadiens eliminated the 
NHL champion Pittsburgh 
Penguins. Some stores were 
looted and police fired tear 
gas at hundreds of bottle- 
throwers. 

The Canadiens ousted the 
Penguins late Wednesday to 
reach the Eastern Conference 
final against Boston or 
Philadelphia, prompting a 
celebration that degenerated 
into the looting of several 
businesses along the Sainte- 
Catherine Street shopping 
district. 

Those arrested early 
Thursday were charged with 
breaking and entering, theft, 
assault and public mischief, 
police chief inspector Sylvain 
Lemay said. 

Police estimated as many 


as 50,000 people took part 
in celebrations outside the 
downtown arena. More than 
20,000 filed out of the Bell 
Centre after the 5-2 victory. 
Many of these fans moved 
a few streets north to join 
those along Sainte-Catherine 
Street. 

Lemay said 400 to 500 
people were partying when 
looting began after midnight. 
A sporting goods outlet and a 
liquor store were hit hard. 
The scene, however, was not 
as chaotic as it was two years 
ago when cars were burned 
and downtown stores were 
smashed and looted after the 
Canadiens beat Boston in the 
first round of the playoffs. 
There also were riots after 
Montreal’s Stanley Cup 
victories in 1986 and 1993. 
“There was very little 
damage compared to 2008,” 
Lemay said.Q

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Rogue Thai general aiding protesters shot In head

BANGKOK (AP) — A rogue 
army general working with 
anti-government protesters 
was shotintheheadThursday 
while talking to reporters 
in downtown Bangkok, 
triggering more clashes that 
left one demonstrator dead 
and worsening Thailand’s 
political chaos. 

Gunfire crackled well 
into in the night after the 
government declared it will 
blockade 10,000 Red Shirt 
demonstrators who have 
occupied and paralyzed the 
center of the capital for two 
months. 

The developments further 
eroded chances of re¬ 
establishing peace in this 
deeply divided Southeast 
Asian nation where the 
mostly rural, poor protesters 
are seeking to topple the 
government and hold new 
elections that they hope will 
give them a greater share of 
power. 

The Red Shirts have turned 
a 1-square-mile area in 
the posh Rajprasong 
neighborhood into a 
sprawling camp, with 
portable bathrooms, free 
food and a stage from which 
their leaders deliver daily 
anti-government diatribes. 
The streets around it turned 
into a virtual war zone 
following the shooting 
of Maj. Gen. Khattiya 
Sawasdiphol. Protesters 
stopped police trucks 
and forced them to turn 
back; they hurled rocks at 
soldiers, who responded 
by firing live ammunition, 
said Associated Press 
cameraman Raul Gallego. 
Killed in the shooting was 
Chartchai Bualao, 25, who 
was hit in the eye, according 
to the government’s medical 
emergency center. Soldiers 
resumed firing after an 
ambulance took his body 
away. At least seven other 
people were injured. 
Khattiya was shot in the 
head while talking to a New 
York Times journalist near 
the Silom subway station on 


the edge of the occupation 
zone. The station entrance 
is surrounded by tall 
office buildings, leading to 
suspicions a sniper fired the 
shot. 

Times reporter Thomas 
Fuller, answering questions 
on the newspaper’s website, 
said he was about a half-hour 
into the interview when he 
asked the general, “Do you 
think the military is going 
to launch a crackdown, and 
do you think they’ll be able 
to penetrate the barricades 
here?’’ 

“And there was a bang as 
he was answering it, and I 
think his last words that I 
heard were, ‘The military 
cannot get in here.’ And 
then immediately (he) just 
fell, just collapsed,” Fuller 
said. “He was looking right 
at me. I think the bullet 
went over my head and hit 
him in the forehead.” 
Wearing his trademark 
camouflage uniform, 

Khattiya slumped to the 
ground and one person 
cradled his head for a while. 
Moments later, others 
dragged hi m by the legs, his 
head sliding on the ground 
and leaving a trail of blood. 
The emergency center said 
Khattiya was shot in the head 
and admitted to a hospital’s 
intensive care unit. Asked 
if troops shot Khattiya, 
government spokesman 
Panitan Wattanayagom 
refused to give a direct 
answer. “The operation by 
authorities was according 
to international standards 
and law. So far, we have not 
found any actions by the 
authorities that went beyond 
that,” he told the AP. 

About 90 minutes before 
he was shot, Khattiya gave 
interviews to a series of 
foreign reporters, including 
the AP. The 59-year-old 
Khattiya, known by his 
nickname Seh Daeng, said 
he anticipated a military 
crackdown soon. 

“It’s either dusk or dawn 
when the troops will go in,” 
said Khattiya, who was shot 
soon after night fell. 

The Red Shirts demand an 


immediate dissolution of 
Parliament. They believe 
Prime Minister Abhisit 
Vejjajiva’s coalition 

government came to power 
illegitimately through 

manipulation of the courts 
and the backing of the 
powerful military. 

Tens of thousands of Red 
Shirts streamed into the 
capital March 12 and 
occupied the historic 
downtown area. An army 
attempt to clear them April 
10 led to clashes that killed 
25 people and wounded 
more than 800. Another 
four people were killed 
in related violence in the 
following weeks. 

On Thursday, the 

government extended a state 
of emergency to cover 17 of 
Thailand’s 76 provinces to 
prevent more people from 
joining the protesters in the 
capital. 

The decree gives the army 
broad powers to deal 

with protesters and places 
restrictions on civil liberties. 
The government spokesman 
said it is intended to prevent 
“masses of people trying to 
come to Bangkok.” 
Thursday’s violence was 
expected to deepen fears of 


more bloodshed. 

“I am gravely concerned 
about the safety of the 
protesters,” said Tyrell 
Haberkom, a political 
scientist at The Australian 
National University. “Long¬ 
term, the outlook for peace 
and democracy in Thailand 
is bleak,” she said in e- 
mailed comments. 

Khattiya was suspended 
from the army in January 
and became a fugitive from 
justice last month when an 
arrest warrant was issued 
against him and two dozen 
others linked to the Red 
Shirts for their purported 
roles in the violence. Yet 
he wandered freely through 
the protest zone, signing 
autographs near government 
security forces. 

The government labeled 
him a “terrorist” and a 
mastermind behind some of 
the violence. 

Khattiya helped build the 
Red Shirt barricades of 
sharpened bamboo stakes 
and tires around the protest 
area, was accused of 
creating a paramilitary force 
among the protesters and 
had vowed to fight the army 
if it launched a crackdown. 
He bitterly opposed 


reconciling with the 
government and had become 
critical of Red Shirt leaders, 
some of whom had wanted 
to accept a compromise. 
Earlier Thursday, Col. 
Sansem Kaewkamnerd 
said security forces were 
preparing to impose a 
lockdown on the protest 
area. The army spokesman 
said armored personnel 
carriers and sharpshooters 
would be sent to surround 
the zone, and power, 
public transportation and 
cell phone service were 
suspended in the area. 

The Red Shirts see Abhisit’s 
government as serving an 
elite insensitive to the plight 
ofmost Thais. Theprotesters 
include many supporters 
of former Prime Minister 
Thaksin Shinawatra, a 
populist leader accused of 
corruption and abuse of 
power and ousted in a 2006 
military coup.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — A U.S. missionary 
should spend six months in 
prison for her failed attempt 
to remove 33 children from 
Haiti following the Jan. 12 
earthquake, a prosecutor 
said Thursday on the first 
day of her trial. 

Prosecutor Sonel Jean- 
Francois told the court that 
Laura Silsby knew she 
was breaking the law by 
trying to take the children 
without proper documents 
to an orphanage she was 
starting in the neighboring 
Dominican Republic. 
“Laura recognized she 
violated the law,” Jean- 
Francois said as lawyers and 
a small group of spectators 
crowded into a a stifdingly 
hot tent in the parking lot 
of the quake-damaged 
courthouse. 

He spoke after the Idaho 


woman testified. Silsby, 
who was leader of a group 
of Baptists detained by 
authorities, was the only 
person to testify on the first 
day of the trial. She spent 
much of the rest of the 
session reading the Bible. 
The 40-year-old 

businesswoman told the 
court she thought the 
childrenwereorphanswhose 
homes were destroyed in 
the earthquake. As it turned 
out, all the children had at 
least one living parent, who 
had turned their children 
over to the group in hopes 
of securing better lives for 
them. 

“One week after the 
earthquake I left my 
family and my home to 
help children that had been 
orphaned in the earthquake,” 
Silsby said. “We came here 
with a heart to help.” 

The next session of the trial 
is expected next week. 


Silsby has been in custody 
since Jan. 29, when she 
and nine other Americans 
were detained at the 
Dominican border. The 
other missionaries have all 
been released and charges 
against them dismissed. 
Silsby was originally 
charged with kidnapping 
and criminal association. 
She now faces one count of 
arranging illegal travel under 
a 1980 statute restricting 
travel out of Haiti signed by 
then-dictator Jean-Claude 
Duvalier. She would receive 
credit for time served if she 
is convicted and sentenced 
to prison, prosecutors told 
The Associated Press. 

Jean Sainvil, an Atlanta- 
based pastor bom in Haiti 
who allegedly helped 
find the children for the 
missionaries, has also been 
charged with arranging 
illegal travel. He is not in 
Haiti and is being tried in 


absentia. 

The arrest of the Americans 
came as the Haitian 
government was trying 
to control adoptions to 
prevent the trafficking 


of children after the 
earthquake, which killed 
a government-estimated 
230,000 to 300,000 people 
and left some 1.3 million

Offshore naturat gas platform sinks off Venezuela

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — A natural-gas 
platform sank off Venezuela 
on Thursday after workers 
escaped in lifeboats and 
the last few leaped into 
the Caribbean Sea. The oil 
minister said there was no 
threat to the environment and 
all 95 workers were safely 
evacuated. 

Oil Minister Rafael Ramirez 
told state television that 
workers disconnected a tube 
leading from the gas fields 
to the Aban Pearl platform, 
preventing any leak or harm 
to marine life. He said alarms 
went off three hours before 
the sinking, giving the crew 
time to evacuate. 

Many stepped into lifeboats 
and drifted free, said 
Abraham Natera, the rig’s 
superintendent. Ramirez 
said the Indian captain and 
two assistants, including an 
American, stayed behind 
until the platform was badly 
tilting and about to collapse, 
and then hurled themselves 
into the water. 

“They had to jump from 
the platform because at 
the last moment there was 
no possibility of getting 
off by boat,” Ramirez told 


reporters. 

The navy picked up the 
evacuees using a frigate and 
boats after the gas platform 
sank below the surface at 
2:50 a.m. EDT, Ra m irez 
said. 

President Hugo Chavez 
announced the sinking on 
Twitter, saying: “To my 
sorrow, I inform you that 
the Aban Pearl gas platform 
sank moments ago. The good 
news is that 95 workers are 
safe.” 

The Singapore-flagged 
platform, built in 1977, has 
a capacity of 98 people and 
is owned by a subsidiary of 
the Indian company Aban 
Offshore. 

“The company is assisting 
in assessment and in 
determination of the causes 
of the incident,” Aban said in 
a statement on its website. 
Unlike the disastrous oil spill 
caused by a rig explosion 
off the coast of Louisiana on 
April 20, the sinking of the 
gas rig posed no apparent 
threat to the environment, 
the oil minister said. 

“There’s no problem of any 
sort of any leak from the 
field into the environment,” 
Ramirez said, explaining that 
safety valves were also shut as 
the tube was disconnected. 


The rig was operating in 
waters about 525 feet deep off 
eastern Sucre state. Ramirez 
said there was a problem with 
the flotation systems of the 
semi-submergible platform 
that led to a huge water leak 
in one area. 

The platform began tilting, 
until it was at a 45-degree 
angle and a flare tube that 
previously jutted out to the 
side was touching the water. 
“Of course for some workers 
this is an emotional shock ... 
to be on a platform of that 
size that suddenly starts to 
tilt, and everything happened 
very quickly,” Ramirez said. 
He commended the crew for 
staying calm as they lined 
up and evacuated on the 
lifeboats. 

Last week, Ramirez stood 
atop the platform on live 
television as its gas flare was 
lit to inaugurate the project. 
Chavez praised the project at 
the time as an important step 
in Venezuela’s efforts to tap 
its huge natural-gas deposits, 
saying, “We’re making 
history.” 

The exploration platform 
at the Dragon 6 gas field 
was operated by the state 
energy company Petroleos 
de Venezuela SA off the 
Paria Peninsula of eastern 


Venezuela, near Trinidad and 
Tobago. 

Venezuela, a major oil 
exporter and OPEC member, 
is exploring offshore natural- 
gas fields that are estimated to 
be among the biggest known 
deposits in the world. 
“Before starting operations, 
this platform was repaired, 
inspected and certified,” 
Ramirez told state television. 
He said it was certified 
as being “in optimal 
condition.” 

Specialists will now use 
robots to inspect the 
underwater structures that 
supported the platform to 


try to determine what went 
wrong, he said. 

Officials have been flying 
over the area, and many of 
the evacuated workers were 
being taken by boat to the 
town of Carupano on the 
coast, Ramirez said. Some 
were flown to the coast by 
helicopter. 

The state oil company is 
making contacts to obtain a 
replacement platform within 
the next two months, and 
the sinking should not affect 
Venezuela’s overall plans to 
move ahead with exploration 
to tap the undersea gas 
deposits, Ramirez said.Q

Lil 
Wayne is serving a yearlong 
sentence after pleading guilty 
to a gun charge. 

The items are considered 
contraband, as inmates can 
listen to music only on radios 
and headphones sold at the 
jail commissary. Lil Wayne’s 
lawyer, Stacey Richman, 
had no immediate comment 
Thursday. 

Officers said the music 
player itself turned up in 
another inmate’s nearby 
cell. Both men were charged 
with infractions that aren’t 
crimes and will be subject 
to a jail disciplinary process, 
not a court. Punishments can 
include being segregated from 
other inmates. 

Lil Wayne began serving his 
term in March in the city’s 
Rikers Island jail complex. He 
pleaded guilty in October to 
attempted criminal possession 
of a weapon, admitting he had 
a loaded semiautomatic gun 
on his bus in 2007. 

The 27-year-old rapper 
hasn’t had any previous 
disciplinary problems in jail, 
where he works as an “inmate 
observation aide,” Morello 
said. 

The job entails engaging with 
other inmates deemed at risk 
of suicide.

NEW YORK-Alate-day slide 
left stoeks lower Thursday 
following a disappointing 
forecast from department 
store chain Kohl’s and a drop 
in financial shares. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average ended down about 
114 points after shooting up 
by nearly 149 on Wednesday. 
Stocks mostly made modest 
moves for much of Thursday’s 
trading but fell in the final 
hour. The drop signaled that 
traders remain on edge and 
not sure about the market’s 
direction. 

Kohl’s Corp. slid 5.8 percent 
and dragged other consumer 
stocks lower after its increased 
forecasts fell short of what 
analysts had been expecting. 
Bank stocks fell on reports 
that New York’s attorney 
general is examining eight 
banks to determine whether 
they misled ratings agencies 
about mortgage securities. 
Tech shares also got hit after 
investors saw a forecast 
from computer networking 
equipment Cisco Systems Inc. 
as cautious. The stock fell 4.5 
percent to post the steepest 
drop among the 30 stocks that 
make up the Dow. 

Meanwhile, an economic 
report signaled that gains in 


the job market are proceeding 
slowly. The Labor Department 
said first-time claims for 
jobless benefits dipped to 
444,000 last week from an 
upwardly revised 448,000 the 
previous week. Economists 
had expected claims to drop to 
440,000. 

While a fourth straight weekly 
decline in claims is a welcome 
sign, it hasn’t been enough 
to signal sustainable job 
growth. Economists estimate 
weekly initial claims need to 
fall below 425,000 to show 
employers are consistently 
adding workers. Claims have 
stalled around the 450,000 
level throughout the year. 
High unemployment remains 
a major obstacle to a strong 
recovery. The unemployment 
rate jumped to 9.9 percent last 
month, although employers 
added 290,000 jobs. Investors 
want to see consistent job 
creation as well as regular 
declines in claims for jobless 
benefits before becoming 
confident that the labor market 
is healing. 

“The initial jobless claims are 
still going the wrong way,” 
said Dave Rovelli, managing 
director of trading at brokerage 
Canaccord Adams in New 
York. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow fell 
113.96, or 1.1 percent, to 


10,782.95. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 14.23, or 
1.2 percent, to 1,157.44, while 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 30.66, or 1.3 percent, to 
2,394.36. 

Two stocks fell for every 
two that rose on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 1.2 billion 
shares, compared with 1.3 
billion Wednesday. 

Volume has been decreasing 
this week since stocks jumped 
on Monday on relief over 
Europe’s nearly $1 trillion 
plan help debt-strapped 
governments in the European 
Union. Some analysts say that 
the drop in volume is a sign 
of flagging confidence in the 
market’s moves. 

Stocks rose Wednesday after a 
Commerce Department report 
said exports rose in March to 
their highest levels since late 
2008. 

Bond prices rose. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note, which moves 
opposite its price, fell to 3.57 
percent from 3.58 percent late 
Wednesday. 

Gold fell, a day after setting a 
record high. 

Crude oil fell $1.25 to $75.40 
per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 
European markets rose, but 
there is still some concern 
about the long-term health 
of the continent’s economy. 
The euro again lost value 
compared to the dollar as 
investors remain unsure 
whether countries like Greece 
and Spain that are saddled 
with debt will be able to cut 
spending and still manage to 
grow. 

Worries about weak economic 
growth across Europe have 
pushed the euro to a 14-month 
low against the dollar. The 
euro has lost about 12 percent 
of its value against the dollar 
since the beginning of the 
year. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 6.26, 
or 0.9 percent, to 709.85. □ 


New claims for unemployment 
Insurance Inch down

WASHINGTON - New 
claims for unemployment 
benefits dipped for the fourth 
straight week, a sign the job 
market is improving at a slow 
but steady pace. 

Employers, encouraged by 
a recovering economy, are 
hiring again. But they are not 
doing it at the level needed to 
reduce the jobless rate. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that initial claims 
dropped last week by 4,000 
to a seasonally adjusted 
444,000. That’s slightly above 
analysts’ estimates, according 
to Thomson Reuters. The 
previous week’s total was 
revised up to 448,000. 

The four-week average, 
which smooths out volatility, 
registered a steeper decline. 
It fell by 9,000 to 450,500 
— close to the average’s 
lowest level this year reached 
in late March. After dropping 
steadily last year from a peak 
of 651,000, first-time claims 
have fluctuated at around 
450,000 since January. Many 
economists would like to see 
claims fall faster, which would 
be a sign of more hiring. 

“We expect claims to continue 
to move lower over the 
coming weeks and will feel 
more comfortable about the 
prospects for sustainable job 
creation when claims drop 
below the 400,000 mark,” 
economists at RDQ Economics 
said in a note to clients. David 
Resler, chief economist at 
Nomura Securities, noted that 
the claims figure is the third 
lowest since Lehman Brothers 
collapsed in September 2008, 
intensifying the financial 
crisis. 

The stock market dipped 
after the report. The Dow 
Jones industrial average fell 
21 points in morning trading, 
while other indexes were 
mixed. 

Other recent indicators have

shown improvement in the 
job market. Employers added 
290,000 jobs in April, the 
most in four years. That’s a 
positive sign that companies 
are confident enough in the 
economic recovery to step 
up hiring. But much more 
hiring is needed to make up 
for the loss of more than 8 
million jobs in the recession. 
The unemployment rate rose 
last month to 9.9 percent as 
the new jobs weren’t enough 
to offset the more than 
800,000 people that started 
or resumed job searches. The 
economy expanded at a 3.2 
percent pace in the January- 
to-March quarter, the third 
straight quarter of growth. 
That followed four quarters 
of decline as the economy 
struggled through the worst 
downturn since the 1930s. 
One of the companies 
hiring is Cisco Systems Inc. 
John Chambers, CEO for 
the computer networking 
equipment maker, said 
Wednesday the company 
hired 1,000 new people in the

Chicago White Sox manager 
Ozzie Guillen said he 
wouldn’t participate in next 
year’s All-Star game if it 
remains in Arizona because 
of the law, which empowers 
police to determine a 
person’s immigration status. 
The Major League Baseball 
Players Association 

condemned the law and 
New York congressman 
Jose Serrano, whose district 
includes Yankee Stadium, 
sent Selig a letter asking 
him to move the game. 
Selig cited sports sociologist 
Richard Lapchick, whose 
annual report from the 
University of Central 
Florida’s Institute for 
Diversity and Ethics in 
Sports last month gave 
MLB an A for race and a 
B for gender hiring. Selig 
also referenced a lifetime 


achievement award he 
received in March from 
the Jackie Robinson 
Foundation. 

“We’re a social institution. 
We have done everything 
we should do — should do, 
our responsibility,” he said. 
“Privilege to do it. Don’t 
want any pats on the back, 
and we’ll continue to do 
it.”

For a while it 
seemed the aetion worked, 
yet last year, before the 
ehange in administration here, 
Desarollos Hoteleo was able 
to get the lease land from the 
previous government, despite 
opposition of the party now in 
power. Prime Minister Mike 
Eman made a statement that 
even though his party was dead 
set against the eonstruetion of 
a new hotel at the partieular 
site, his hands are tight and a 
possible reversal of the lease 
land eontraet eould lead to a 
major lawsuit against Aruba 
that eould end up eosting 
elose to the sum of 100 million 
dollars. This is a risk Aruba 
eannot afford to take. Prime 
Minister Eman stated. 

But, now other eitizens 
supported by the same 
environmentalists who 

years ago tried to bloek the 
eonstruetion of the hotel at the 
site, deeided there is still time. 
They eonsider that Desarollos 
Hoteleo did not aet in good 
faith when it signed the lease 
agreement in seeret, along 
with the previous government, 
despite the faet all knew that 
most in Aruba were against 
a new hotel. The opposition 
is not toward a Ritz Carlton, 
but to a eonstruetion of any 
new hotel building at the area, 
eonsidered as one of the best 
wind and kite surf loeations 
in the world. And even more 
serious, one of, if not the last 


windsurf spots in Aruba. 

The group wants politicians 
to be more determined and 
aet upon the wishes of the 
majority on the island that 
voted in mass against these 
plans.

Aruba Autism Foundation says focus ofproject is not autism 


Debate en delphinarium prepesal sheuld pet be geared en autispi 


ORANJESTAD—Autism 
should not be part of any 
discussion related to the 
proposal of a dolphin 
project in Aruba. The 
Aruba Autism Foundation’ 
reaction is based on the 
discussion taking place in 
Aruba whether a dolphin 
facility that eventually 
could offer a dolphin autism 
therapy “DAT” program is 
something Arubans could 
support or not. 

Minister Otmar Oduber 
said that if developers 
who proposed the project 
comply with the highest 
requirements on animal 
safety, the government 
is willing to take it into 
consideration. 

The Minister said that 
he was impressed with 


the dolphin program in 
Curasao, that provides the 
DAT. That comment was 
interpreted by many here as 
though the proposed project 
in Aruba is geared toward 
autism. 

The Aruba Autism 
Foundation wants to correct 
that perception. In fact, the 
foundation argues that the 
goal of the proposed project 
is not autism, and therefore, 
autism should not be part of 
the public debate. 

The foundation for years 
has been working to elevate 
awareness and knowledge 
on autism, as well as to 
promote expertise on this 
area. The discussion on 
the dolphinarium and an 
eventual autism program 
detracts from that goal. 


Particularly since Aruba 
still lacks a structure of help 
and guidance for families 
affected by autism. 

During its first International 
Autism Symposium Aruba, 
the foundation was able 
to bring to the island a 
number of international 
experts who with the 
hundreds of participants 
deliberated and presented 
various possibilities of 
guidance and therapies.

the exception for public 
employees. For many 
parents it is a too expensive 
undertaking. Therefore, 
Aruba Autism Foundation 
believes it is not in the 
interest of the Aruban 
families who struggle 
with autism that so much 
attention is given to the DAT, 
while there they themselves 
do not have access to the 
basic necessity to help their 
children affected by autism. 
Moreover, scientists are 
still in a limbo whether 
the dolphin therapy has a 
lasting effect, and while no 
one disputes the positive 
effects, it is a matter of 
personal decision. The 
same is true for dog and 
horse therapies for people 
affected by autism. The 
foundation says no animal 
therapy should take place 
without taking the safety of 
both the individual and the 
animal into consideration. 
The foundation also 

emphasizes that in no 
circumstances has anyone, 
either from the government 
or otherwise tried to put 
pressure on the organization 
to issue a statement against 
or on behalf of the dolphin 
project. That is a matter 
that does not fall in the 
scope of the Aruba Autism 
Foundation.

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US in Iraq: How to got tho ondgamo right

New Canaan, Conn. - With nearly a trillion 
dollars spent, more than 4,000 US troops and 
100,000 Iraqis killed, and long-term success far 
from assured, getting the endgame right in Iraq 
will probably define American foreign policy for 
many years to come. 

That’s why, despite the success of Iraq’s recent 
elections and the imminent drawdown of US 
forces there, the United States needs to reflect 
on its dismal record in similar endgames, from 
Vietnam in 1975, to Afghanistan in 1989, and Iraq 
in 1991 - and then consider the role of women. 

In its purest form, the war on terror is a war 
over ideas and values. Education is one of its 
most important and effective frontline weapons. 
Unfortunately, millions of Iraqis, including 
an entire generation of youth, know nothing 
of American ideas and values; their limited 
encounters are with heavily armed US troops in 
armored vehicles. 

During the cold war, Fulbright programs, 
international visitor exchanges, and similar public 
and private educational and cultural programs 
created four decades of friends for the US. 
Thousands of those friends rose to senior 
government and private-sector positions in their 
own countries. Even then, such funding paled in 
comparison with US war funding. 

Now such educational exchange programs seem 
to be almost nonexistent compared with the level 
of US military funding. This is a huge mistake. 
The enormous political and diplomatic value of 
such education programs has certainly not been 
lost on other nations. 

At one end of this spectrum are extremist-funded 
religious schools (madrasas) that proselytize 
radical views, creating a steady and growing 
stream of terrorists. At the other end of the 
spectrum consider Iran: It has been estimated 
that for every Iraqi studying in the US, 100 are 
studying in Tehran. One can only wonder what 
type of influence 500 US-trained Iraqi managers 
and teachers will have in flve years compared 


with the 50,000 trained in Iran. 

This wide disparity in commitment to cultural 
education may very well become a “missile gap,” 
one that the Obama administration and Congress 
need to address now if they are to win the Iraq 
endgame. And nowhere in Iraq is this critical 
imbalance more out of whack - or represents a 
greater return on investment - than with Iraq’s 
women. 

The critical role Iraqi women played in establishing 
the new government is best reflected in Iraq’s 
passage of constitutional provisions reserving 
25 percent of seats in parliament for women. 
But it was Iraq’s first free election, in December 
2004, that will forever define their extraordinary 
contribution to Iraq’s future. It also represents one 
of democracy’s finest hours. 

Predictions of massive casualties at the polling 
centers led to real fears that voters would stay 
home and the election would fail. 

To the astonishment of many, and despite 
numerous acts of violence, it was the older Iraqi 
women who were the first to appear, and, after 
casting their own ballots, they returned with their 
daughters so they could vote. Only later did their 
husbands and sons start to appear in large numbers 
to vote. 

Perhaps the turnout by women reflected their 
hope of giving their daughters the rights and 
opportunities they never experienced. Or perhaps 
they realized that, as women, they had the most to 
lose if the extremists prevailed. 

Whatever the reason, what would have happened to 
America’s experiment in Middle East democracy 
if these extraordinary mothers had not stepped 
forward? 

During the waning days of the Bush administration, 
a lone woman, a retired World Bank officer, 
approached the State Department, seeking funding 
for a fellowship program by which Iraqi women 
could study engineering and science at top US 
academic institutions, and then return to assist in 
the reconstruction of their country. 

She rightly pointed out that while US scholarship 


programs are open to men and women, only a 
women-focused program could counter Iraqi 
cultural biases that force women to defer to male 
competitors. 

If a debt was owed to anyone, she said, it was to 
this courageous group of women and to their hopes 
for their daughters. Sadly, the State Department 
was able to fund only an initial five scholarships 
for this program, known as the Iraqi Women’s 
Fellowship Foundation (IWEE). 

Three of these Iraqi women scholars were recently 
in Washington for a conference at the Woodrow 
Wilson Center. Each held an advanced degree: 
one in power engineering studying fromStanford 
University, one in electronic and communication 
engineering studying from UC-Berkeley and one 
in information technology from UC San Diego. 
Each spoke glowingly of their experience at their 
host institution and of their optimism for Iraq’s 
future. But they acknowledged, too, the challenges 
from Iraq’s 30-year separation from the outside 
world and the loss of many of its teachers, killed 
by terrorists. 

History shows that the experiences of these 
talented women, and of the top US universities 
that host them, have the potential to make such 
programs one of our best investments. 

As the Obama administration develops its plans 
for supporting the transition to Iraqi self-reliance 
- and fights another war in Afghanistan, in part to 
establish and protect the rights of women there - 
it must not forget the role of education exchanges. 
Washington should also keep in mind the courage 
of Iraq’s women and the foundational role that 
they can play in establishing a stable, just, and 
democratic Iraq.

C6rdoba se encontraba en Espana para 
participar en distintos actos paralelos 
convocados en tomo a la Cumbre Uni6n 
Europea-America Latina-Caribe que se 
celebra la prdxima semana Madrid. 

En Bogota, la oficina de prensa de la 
senadora, conocida por sus gestiones para la
